'"One other reminder comes to us 


as we gather here. 
The occasion 


speaks to us of the foundation of 
the social order In industry; of its 
security in the inviolability of con- 
tracts; and now would tell us once 
again that the bulwark of the social 
order is the sanctity of law. It is 
not far-fetched to remark that with 
all the more violent and gigantic de- 
velopments which secession ultimate- 
ly involved, somewhere there was a 
beginning in disrespect for consti- 
tuted authority; somewhere was a 
beginning of contempt for the will 
of the majority as registered in or- 
dinances within the provisions of the 
Constitution. 
That disrespect, that 


contempt repeats itself in contempo- 
rary disregard of law. 
The cata- 


logue of offenses which have foster- 
ed disregard for law is familiar to 
most of us today. We have seen what 
passed for justice administered in 
favor of specific interests to the In- 
jury of society at large. 
We have 


seen redress of wrong and defense 
against injustice become so costly 
that it has seemed as though only 
the advantaged could afford 10 sue 
for rights. We have seen the con-^ 
duct of courts made, oftentime. nor 
a search for truth, but a contest of 
cleverness In which the claims of 
justice were purposely obscured. We 
have seen increasing failure of con- 
viction of offenders whose guilt has. 
been beyond all doubt. We have seen 
penalty applied in glaring dispropor- 
tion and officers of the law conspire 
to defeat the statutes they were 
sworn to' maintain. 
Nor have we 


ourselves been guiltless. We have 
remained Indifferent to lawle'ss prac- 
tices which have not affected our 
personal affairs. \Ye have held our- 
selves aloof from the common good 
against which all injustice and de- 
feat of law Is an attack. As a result, 
long since. In certain quarters, criti- 
cism of law and the Instruments of 
its administration has greatened to 
definace. "and defiance issued in a 
police- of violation, until today there 
can be heard^ amid the voices of dis- 
quiet, the snarl of organized malevo- 
lence swelling to the threat of revo- 
lution.
